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STONES 
RE leſs pure, becauſe they are often impreg- 


nated with pernicious metallic Principles; 
while the Water partakes of them, it is alſo in- 
jured by repeatedly paſſing through its own Se- 
diment and Corruptions, | 


The Quantity of Water is 1%, from the Pro- 
greſs being interrupted by Filth; and from the 
Circumſtance alſo, that the Parts employed are 
few unleſs the Stone is full, ſo that it is ſcarcely 
ſufficient for the Beverage of a ſingle Individual. 


MACHINES 


ARE more pure, becauſe the Filtering Me- 

dium is compoſed of the fimple Earths, 
Sand and Clay, baked together, and carefully 
freed from Impuritics ; from which, therefore, 
the Water can be impregnated with no bad Qua- 
lities ; nor does it paſs through its own Sediment, 
the Machines being fo contrived that the Current, 
runs from the external Parts inwards. 


The Quantity of Water is greater, becauſe, in 
its progreſs, the Sediment forms no interruption ; 
the whole Surface of the Filtering Medium is 
employed until the Machine is empty: It alſo 
being impelled by hydroſtatic Preſſure, 227 de— 
liver 10 a 100 Gallons per Day.
